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Yamagiwa Exhorts 
Bankers to Back 
Money Measures 


OSAKA—Masamichi Yamagiwa, Governor of the 


Bank of Japan, warned here yesterday that the latest . 


series of tight money measures starting with increased 
_ Money rates must be backed up with over-all policies 


in fiscal, industrial and other 
fields, if they are to achieve the 
desired results. 
'«Yamagiwa sounded the warn- 
ing in addressing the 1lith con- 
vention of the National Federa- 
tion of Bankers Associations. 
The central bank head em- 
phasized that the recent switch 
to a stringent monetary policy 
was calculated to rectify the 
trend of excessive investments, 
which he averred was the root 
cause for the worsening inter- 
national balance of payments. 
Yamagiwa’s speech was heard 
by about 540 delegates from all 
banks of the country. Besides 
Yamagiwa, Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Mitsujiro Ishii and Finance 
Minister Hayato Ikeda attended 
the session as guests. 
Yamagiwa expressed the hope 
that stiff monetary measures 
would serve to establish a firm 
foundation for the healthy 
growth of the nation’s economy. 
He warned, however, that the 
prevailin economic trends, 
both at me and abroad, ex- 
cluded any wishful thinking. 
He then stressed the need for 
efforts to increase exports to 
improve the nation’s interna- 
tional accounts. To this end, he 
urged industrialists to  re- 
examine their investment plans, 
and to cut back or put off in- 
vestments, depending cn cir- 
cumstances. 
Referring to normaélizatisn of 
the money rate system, Yama- 
giwa said many issues still re- 
mained to be settled. He ada- 
ed that he wants to go ahead 
step by step without any undue 
haste 


He then urged the banks to 
cooperate in the stringent mone- 
tary policy by redoubling their 
efforts to arrest the rising 
trend of loans. 

He pointed out that bank

Yamagiwa, however, em- 
asized the need to put the 
‘limited supply of funds to the 
most effective use from the 
standpoint of national economy. 
Needless to say, he added, the 


purpose of the rigorous mone- 


tary policy is not to cut down 
the size of -national economy, 
but to lay the groundwork for 
healthy economic progress. 
Therefore, he went on, every 
effort should be made to assure 
an adequate supply of funds for 
the promotion of exports.

All Japan Warned 
Of Heavy Rains 


. Weathermen warned _ yester- 
day that heavy rains will lash 
a wide area of Japan as one of 
the biggest low atmospheric 
ressures of ¢his season build- 
ng up south of Kyushu spreads 
over the country. 

The barometric § depression, 
according to the Meteorological 
Agency, was approaching Kyu- 
shu from East China and the 
Yellow Sea areas yesterday with 
a Central reading of 988 milli- 
bars. ae 4 . 

‘The low pressure area was 
expected to pass along the 
J&pariese mainland in an easter- 
ly direction either along the 
coast of the Paeific. Ocean® or 
the Japan Sea. Heavy rains can 

expected throughout the 
country in both cases, the 
agency predicted. It said that 
if the low pressure area took 
the Japan Sea coast course, the 
Pacific seaboard areas would 
be exposed to strong south 
w‘nds plus torrential rains. 
- The rain will measure as 
much as‘°200 millimeters, about 
8 inches, in some places, the 
board estimated. The rain was 
already lashing the northern 
part of Kyushu yesterday. 
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Gov't Would Like 
Ban Eased: Ishii 


Deputy Prime Minister 
Mitsujiro Ishii said yester- 
day that the Government 
will try to see that the — 
CHINCOM contraband iist 
will be eased to the COCOM 
level. Ishii made the state- 
ment before the lith meet- 
ing of the National Bankers 
Association which he at- 
tended in behalf of Prime 
Minister Kishi. He also in- 
dicated that the Govern- 
ment will shortly begin 
negotiations with the Soviet 
Union on a trade and a set- 
tlement formula. The Gov- 
ernment will also try to ex- 
pand Japan’s trade with 
mainland China, Ishii said. 


Ikeda Decries 
Excessive 
Investment 


Finance Minister Hayato Ike- 
da yesterday blamed excessive 
investment activity for the de- 
ficit in Japan’s international ac- 
counts, which exceeded $280 
million in the first five months 
of this year. 

Ikeda, speaking at a meeting 

of the National Federation of 
Bankers Associations held at 
the New Osaka Hotel, said that 
a series of tight money meas- 
ures, including the raising of 
official interest rates, would be 
effective in improving Japan’s 
position in the international ac- 
count. 
He-added, ‘however, ‘that the 
cooperation of banking interests | 
is essential if the measures are 
to achieve the desired effects. 

The Finance Minister. then 
requested about 540 leaders of 
banking circles attending the 
meeting to observe the principle 
of nonreliance on the Bank of 
Japan credit and take a cau- 
tious attitude toward advanc- 
ing investment funds and ex- 
tending import credit, accord- 
ing to this principle. 

The Finance Minister said 
that he did not intend to effect 
a change in the Government’s 
investment and fund supply 
plans. 

However, actual conditions 
will be fully taken into con- 
sideration so that priority may 
be given to urgently needed 
projects, he added. 

He also stressed the need for 
bankers to take proper steps so 
that medium and small enter- 
prises may not be made to carry 
the undue burden of the tight 
money policy. 

For this purpose, he said, it 
Was necessary for banking ix- 
stitutions to urge parent com- 
panies to speed up payments to 
their subcontracting enterprises. 

Further, the Finance Minister 
requested the bankers see that 
the so-called “bottleneck in- 
dustries” may be suplied with 
necessary funds.

WASHINGTON (AP)—President Eisenhower said Wednes- 
day he doubts the United States ever again will explode one of 


the great hydrogen bombs for testing purposes. 
At the same time, he said the United States will join in an 


international agreement to end atomic tests if that is part of a 


safeguarded disarmament pro- 
gram to prevent use of nuclear 
weapons in any future war, 

In response to another ques- 
tion at his news conference, 
Eisenhower said he welcomes 
every indication, including the 
words of Soviet Communist 
leader Nikita Khrushchev, point- 
ing to the possibility of achiev- 
ing a first-step disarmament 
agreement. He said he never 
rejects any such hopeful sign 
until it has been explored to the 
full, 

At almost the same time, So- 
viet Premier Nikolai Bulganin 
was telling an international con- 
ference at Geneva, Switzerland, 
that Russia is prepared to con- 
clude a “general agreement on 
the whole problem of disarma- 
ment,” as on any of its specific 
phases. | 

Bulganin made the statement 
in a message sent to the Inter- 
national Labor Organization 
meeting in Geneva. 

For his part, Eisenhower did 
not explain precisely what he 
meant in saying there probably 
would be no more tests of the 
great hydrogen bomb. He did 
not make clear where he would 
draw the line in bomb sizes. 

He made the statement after 
answering a series of questions 
concerned with U.S. policy on 
ending atomic test explosions, 

Eisenhower talked about how 
the U.S. had been testing various 
atomic devices and reducing the 
amount of fallout, moving to- 
ward what the scientists call 
“clean” weapons and develop- 
ing defenses against radiation 
dangers. 

Asked whether his words 
stressing reduction of fallout 
mean that the United States is 
not going to test any more H- 
bombs, Eisenhower replied he 
thought the Government had 
found the H-bomb proportionate 
to its size is one of the cleanest 
of atomic weapons. 

But, he was asked, will there 
be any more tests of H-bombs, 
the big ones? 

Eisenhower picked up the 

“the big ones” and asked 
the questioner whether he 
meant the big ones as had been 
exploded early in the Pacific 
tests—apparently meaning at 
the outset. of ‘the test of 
hydrogen devices in 1954. A sec- 
ond U.S. H-bomb test was held 
last year. 

Eisenhower replied positively 
that he would doubt that any- 
thing like that would ever be 


repeated.

At his news conference Ejisen-

2. He supported the Govern- 
ment decision adopted by the 
Cabinet during his absence on 
the CHINCOM issue. 

3. He hoped a Southeast 
Asian. development fund would 


be established. 

Kishi said that the Indian 
Prime Minister told him 
Japan’s posal for registra- 


tion or itation of H-bomb 
tests was meaningless and that 
efforts should be made for an 
over-all ban, , 

However, Kishi said that 
when he explained to Nehru 
that Japan did not consider 
this proposal as being final and 
that his country planned to 
work for a complete ban from 
a humanitarian standpoint, the 
Indian Prime Minister said he 
understood Japan’s stand. 

As to the issue regarding rec- 
ognition of Communist China, 
Kishi said that politically it 
was only natural for various 
countries to have their own in- 
dependent position and ideas 
on the problem. 

Japan, he said, fought against 
the Nationalist Chinese regime 
and concluded a peace treaty

In 1926 Lies Unclaimed

Agency Acts to Stop 
Sake Label Cheating 


Labels on bottles of “sake,” 
the Japanese rice wine, will be 
required to state the contents 
in “bold print” from Oct, 1, the 
National Tax Administration 
Agency announced yesterday.

‘Antarctica’

“Antarctica,” a documentary 
now being shown at Hibiya 
Theater, is not so much about 
Antarctica as about the process 
of getting there, as experienced 
by the Japanese antarctic ex- 
pedition 1956-57. 

The film takes its audience to 
that forbidding but fascinating 
‘region of the globe, where no 
one ever catches a cold because 
cold viruses just can’t survive 
the subzero climate. | 

Unlike many other documen- 
taries, “Antarctica” is complete- 
ly unrehearsed—it shows things 
as they happened just once. 

It was shot in Eastman Color 
by the able cameraman Shigeo 
Hayashida, who made “Kara- 
korum” last year. 

The Japanese expedition 
aboard the ice-breaker Soya left 
Tokyo on Nov. 8, 1956, and ar- 
rived in the Antarctic region on 
Jan. 7 by way of Cape Town. 
Its mission was to conduct pre- 
liminary survey for the full ex- 
pedition to be sent there for the 
1958 International Geophysical 
Year. 

Before reaching the colder 
region, the Soya and its men 
aboard spend 10 days at Cape 
Town. The portion of the film 
on this part of the journey 
proves to be a pleasant prelude 
with color and winter warmth to 
the drama proper to follow. 

Antarctica, however, is not as 
colorless and bleak as all that, 
it turns out. For there are sun- 
rises and sunsets which dye the 
expanse of ice and sea in red, 
orange and all of their subtle 
shades; auroras and even a 
mirage, recoried by the camera- 
man; and the proud, majestic 
icébergs that tower over the 
deep green sea.

“Titilate My ear’s, Gently,” 
playing the month at the Nichi- 
geki Music Hall, offers—besides 
the possessive of the, title—an 
amount of novelty almost shock- 


ing to us old Nichigeki hands, 


lulled as we have been into 
drowsy if delighted assurance 
that we always know what the 
next act will be like. With the 
coming of spring everyone up 
on the fifth floor has burst out 


all over and the effect is some- | 
thing like Grant’s Fomb in neon. 
The first novelty, occurring 


after an even more than ex- 
pected opening, girls being trees, 
butterflies and flowers, is that 
the comedy is really funny this 
month and, what is more, is 
quite dirty. There is a skit call- 
ed “In the Atelier” with Merry 
Matsubara as the artist and Ta- 
keshi Watanabe as her male 
model which for joyful lewdness 
recalls the long-vanished halcyon 
days of a decade ago, before the 
Music Hall became family enter- 
tainment. 


The funniest number, how- 
ever, is a quite hilarious parody 


of “Baby Doll” with old-favorite © 


Wasuke Izumi playing the gin- 
mill owner and a splendid new 
couple named Lily and Chopin 
Ikari doing the barely nubile 
bride and her impatient hus- 
band. The burden is that Baby 
Doll is really a female wrestler, 
hence the Nichigeki’s title of 
“Heavy Doll.” It is fast, furious, 
funny and filthy, though con- 
siderably more tasteful than the 
film. 


The other novelty is equally 
unprecedented in the hallowed 
halls of the Music Hall. There 
are new nudes! 


Of course, never fear but that 
all the old favorites are even 
more evidence than ever. Gyp- 
sy Rose, now taken to cloche 
hats and dragging feather boas 
efter her, still slumps about the 
stage, tired to death simply car- 
rying around all that weight; 
and Masami Harukawa has 
been allowed to sing, which the 
peying customer will tolerate 
onl; because she has already 
proved her good will by taking 
of her clothes twice. 


All the old favorites get to- 
gether for something called 
“Key Point” in which they are 
to emphasize different parts of 
the body. Gipsy Rose is Lip; 
Akemi Nara is Eye; Mariyo Ibu- 
ki is Arm, etc. Since all tend 
to emphasize the same part, no 
matter what they are suppos- 
ed to be doing, the grand finale, 
Breast, is something of an anti- 
climax. The new second string 
has no part in this, however. 
It is for the big girls. 


Not that a few members of 
the new reserve arent’ big, it 
is simply that these new nudes 
are obviously unsure of them- 
selves, showing a tendency to 
cover up in times of stress such 
as when they collide, get out 
of step or prance straight into 
the scenery. Otherwise they 
seem promising enough with 
much well-turned flank and 
many a straight, firm hock. 


To be sure, the show is still 
padded with gagzelle-like youths 
and slightly heavier maidens. 
There is one awfully extended 
pas de deux about a beach in 
which the choreography is al- 
most entirely restricted to 
artificial respiration. There is 
also a thin girl who sings Eng- 
lish badly and a fat boy who 
‘sings French worse, 


All in all, however, it is prob- 
ably the best show Nichigeki 
has done this year and the com- 
bined novelty of good comedy 
and new nudes has, as I have 
perhaps suggested, all but 
paralyzed my already drooping

The first overseas baseball 
trip made by a Japanese team 
was undertaken by Waseda Uni- 
versity in 1905 to the United 
States, and a member of the 
team now 75 years old said yes- 
terday that even today he is 
appalled by the boldness of the 
jaunt. ; 

Sukekatsu Izumitani, who 
played first baseman during the 
trip, said no one really believed 
it would materialize. He sai 
everyone thought Isoo Abe, Wa- 
seda baseball director, was just 
giving a pep talk. Abe, Ameri- 
can educated, promised the trip 
should Waseda beat arch rival 
Keio, 

“In the first place,” said Izu- 
mitani, “Japan was fighting a 
war for its survival with Russia. 
Second, the idea was too fan- 
tastic. Only emigrants and gov- 
ernment officials traveled 
abroad in those days.” 


Even the arrival of a cable 
formally inviting Waseda _ did 
not cofivince the boys, Izumi- 
tani said. 

“Only when we had actually 
stepped inside the boat, the S.S. 
Korea, did we finally realize 
that we were off on a trip,” the 
old-timer ball player said in his 
study at his Ogikubo residence. 

And there was another fright 
ening thing, he recalled. “None 
of us knew what Western food 
was. We had heard of dessert, 
but none had sampled dessert 
of any kind. Besides, forks 
and spoons we knew only in 
pictures,” Izumitani said. 

And the team had to run into 
the ladies in the narrow pass- 
age way on the way to meals, 
he said. , 

“We couldn’t help stepping 
on their long skirts. hat 
terrible tongue lashings we got 
from the ladies!” Izumitani said. 

Before departure time the 
team had to get spike shoes in 
a hurry. No Japanese had ever 
layed in them up to then, 
zumitani said. Captain Hashi- 


ing a craftsman to make the 
spike shoes, and he designed 
them from a lone sample in a 
downtown shop, he said. 

“At Honolulu during a brief 
Stopover we tried them on for 
the first time,” Izumitani said. 
“But they were no good. The 
rear spikes were at the front 
and the front spikes were in 
the back and they were made 
so high that they looked like 
high heel shoes.”

The trip almost revolutioniz- 
ed baseball in Japan. The team 
brought back new equipment 
and introduced new ways of 
pleying. Henceforth, for  in- 
stance, every pitcher was go- 
ing to wind up before deliver- 
ing and spiked shoes were. to 
be worn by every player. 


Besides injecting new life in- 
to baseball, the 1905 trip by 
Waseda ushered in exchange 
baseball visits by the United 
States and Japan.

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Credit Squeeze May Take 
Time to Bring Results

The biggest question upper-

Comparison With 1953

2. In 1953 consumption had 
about reached optimum as it 
closely followed the production 
and investment tempo, which 
left little room for expansion of 
consumption. Now, the con- 
sumption trend is in the proeess 
of recovering lost ground, 
which means that there is more 
room for growth. 


3. Formerly, inventory was 
excess tending, but now it is 
not necessarily so. Currently, 
the propensity to import .to 
keep up with economic growth 
is very strong which makes im- 
port curbs difficult. 


4. Formerly, a big  balance- 
of-payment deficit factor was 
emergency import of food 
owing to bad crops at home. 
Import was likely to dip with 
better crops. But how, the im- 
port-rise props are more sus- 
taining and deep-rooted. 


5. Export promotion in 1953 
and on was brighter because 
overseas business was bouncing 
and import restrictions were 
easing. But now, although on 
a high — the business 
outlook uncertain and the 
trend is toward tight money. 


Farther Measures 


These considerations seem to 
indicate that the tight money 
fight with balance-of-payments 
difficulties will require supple 
mentary and cooperative meas- 
ures if it is to be successful. 
Over-cll. measures will neces- 
sarily include fiscal measures as 
cutting and/or delaying tactics 
on Government investment and 
loans. Particularly is this true 
in that the currea* fiscal year 
budget is noted for its “posi- 
tiveness.” 


To cut import and balance 
the international accounts, the 
credit squeeze must shrink 
plant and equipment invest- 
ment, consumption, production 
and inventory investment. How- 
ever, the current raise on official 
discount rates affect only short- 
term rates which leaves un- 
touched a wide investment field; 
the recent tax cuts and wage 
boosts are likely to push con- 
sumption; rising corporate pro- 
fits will keep production up; 
high rates may cut inventory 
spendings, but effect on import 
may be slow in coming. 


EPA Survey 


A. recent survey by the. Eco- 
nomic Planning Agency reveals 
how closely related the import- 
rise is to capital investments. 
Moreover, inventory accumula- 
tion of imported raw materials 
is surprisingly small. The rise 
in import of industrial raw 
materials including pig iron, 


steel materials, nonferrous 
metals and petroleum ‘was 
phenomenal. The relatively 


stable prices despite the ‘tight 
money situation is due predomi- 
nantly to big import, which in 
turn is the cause of continued 
balance-of-payments deficits.

. ‘There is no likelihood of an agreement to revise the 
United Nations Charter in the foreseeable future. 

This was so thoroughly realized by a committee of the 
United’ Nations Assembly that it voted 67-0 on Monday to 
recommend a delay of at least two years in a conference 
to review the charter, and, as the committee actually was 
the General Assembly itself sitting as a committee there is 
no doubt that the recommendation will be adopted in 
September when the next session of the Assembly convenes. 

Since the United Nations came officially into existence 
on October 24, 1945, there have been more or less constant 

“expressions of desire to amend the charter, the chief 
matters at issue relating to the powers and composition of 
the Seéurity Council and especially the right of veto per- 
taining to the permanent members of the Council—China, 
France, Britain, Soviet Russia and the United States. 
This veto right is enshrined in Article 27, Paragraph 3, 
which states that decisions, other than those on procedural 

‘matters, shall be made by an affirmative vote of seven 
members, including the concurring votes of the permanent 


_ ‘members. 


This means that any one of these five countries can 

- block action by refusing its concurring vote. This has been 
very frequently taken advantage of by Soviet Russia, and 
obviously usually in order to upMold its own peculiar 
theories and ambitions and those of international com- 


~™munism. 


On Monday the Soviet bloc of nine countries abstained 
' from voting but it was made abundantly clear in speeches 
during the day that the bloc was opposed to any change 


in the charter. 


A Communist delegate declared that what 


Was needed was not a revision of the charter but “a sincere 
‘striving for international cooperation.” In view of the 
history of the use of the veto it is difficult to imagine more 
impudent hypocrisy than this statement. Again and again 
it has been shown in the deliberations of the United Na- 
tions that Moscow’s idea of international cooperation 
through the organization is that other nations should bow 


to its point of view. 


The non-Communist nations at Monday’s committee 
session appeared to think that the time was not appro- 
priate for considering charter revision owing to the pre- 
valence of international tensions which would make dis- 
cussion futile and perhaps only a source of fresh dispute. 
We fear that this notion is only too well-founded, and, on 
the principle of “letting sleeping dogs lie,” believe the 


safest course is to postpone the issue. 
It seems right to assume that the dissatisfaction ex- 


pressed from time to time with the Security Council’s 
' powers: has led to the strengthening of the position of the 
General Assembly in the organization above that which 


was conceived by the framers of the charter. 


There is no 


’ yalid reason for quarreling with such a development and 
-it is to the General Assembly that most people look for vital 
action on international affairs. In the General Assembly all 
the member nations are represented; this gives it a truly 
«democratic aspect and we may regard it as the nearest ap- 
proach to a world parliament possible under present cir- 


cumstances.

THE PLACE OF SPORT IN 
EDUGATION. UNESCO, Paris. $1.40. 


UNESCO has published “The 
Place of Sport in Education,” 4 
comparative study based on re 
ports received from 14 member 
states of UNESCO— Australia, 
Austria, Canada, Ceylon, France, 
Honduras, Hungary, India, Italy, 
Norway, New Zealand, Poland, 
Spain and Sweden, 

The study takés account first 
of the general attitude to the 
role of sports in education as ob- 
served in those countries, and 
then gives details of sports ac- 
tivities in school and out. The 
reports from the different coun- 
tries not only give a survey of 
the current situation, but also 
treat the tendencies and prob- 
lems that are being faced. 


The different chapters show 
how physical instruction and 
school sports in the various 
counties reflect national econo- 
mies and traditions. The study 
shows that the clash of differ- 
ent conceptions on the subject 
often prevents sport from being 
given a proper place in educa- 
tion. Some see in sport a means 
of well-being and balance for 
individuals, others a social use, 
and still others turn to sports as 
a source of profit. | 

The study attenipted by 
UNESCO does not propose solu- 
tions, but it presents a first 
effort to appraise the role of 
sports in modern life and their 
influence on educational pro- 
grams in_ representative coun- 
tries of different continents and 
with différent systems. 

This work is aimed at educa- 
tors and sports directors, and 
invites them to undertake fur- 
ther research with the aim of 
pooling their experience and 
thought in this field-in an effort

USSR Gives Enough Rope and No More

WASHINGTON — The collec-

Communist Party chief Nikita 
Khrushchev has made it clear, 
according to information here, 
that the Soviet Union has no 
intention of making any deal 
with the West which would in- 
volve.. the dismantling or 
liquidation of the Soviet system 
in Eastern Germany. This ap- 
pears to rule out the possibility 
of unification under present 
conditions. 

Khrushchev also has said 
that the Soviet Union never 
will consider Eastern Europe 
as a subject for negotiation with 
Western powers. The hope 
here is that changes in the situa- 
tions of the satellites can be ac 
complished gradually and in- 
ternally. 

While the major fear of all 
Russians is said to be that some 
conflict will touch off a World 
War, it nevertheless is believed
